For several years, the ‘“‘Christ- 
mas Story’ has’ been told in a 
very interesting series of scenes 
in the front yards of houses in 
the neighborhood of Arrow Hwy.

It is refreshing and 
inspiring to make a tour of your 
community at night just to see 
the decorative creations. 


CITRUS RETURNS 


That the local citrus industry 
continues to be a very highly 
important factor in the economy 
of the community is revealed 
emphatically today in the annu- 
al report of the Ontario-Cuea- 
monga Fruit Exchange. 


Citrus growers in this area 
and throughout the Ppmona val- 
ley received $7,431,555 for their 
fruit during the last 12 months. 
This is not a record sum but it 
is among the highest in recent 
history. 


Without a doubt, orange groves 
here are on the decline, with 
922 carloads being shipped 
through the local office. At the 
same time, 1,901 cars of lemons 
were sent from here to the 
world’s markets. Very likely, 
lemons will be playing a more 
important role than oranges 
and more than ever, the Upland 
district will become the princi- 
pal lemon producing center in 
the state. 


In any event, seven and a half 
million dollars is a very sizeable 
sum. Incidentally, the Ontario- 
Cucamonga Fruit exchange is 
called locally, the ‘‘O-K Ex- 
change’’. It serves as the local 
office for the Sunkist Growers, 
Inc. The area included in the 
local office service extends from 
Rialto on the east to Whittier 
and Glendora on the west. 


YOUNG FACULTY 


Of the 60 members of the 
Upland high school faculty, a 
big majority are young in ages 
and young in experience. 

Dale Stevens, one of the teach- 
ers, was referred to the other 
day as a ‘“‘veteran.”’

Mr, Ste- 
vens himself has taught nine 
years and 40 of the men and 
women in the W. 11th St. class- 
rooms have been teachers less 
than nine years.

‘Net Returns For 


Season Reported 
By 0-K Office 


Income to citrus growers in 
|the local citrus district during the 
jyear totaled $7,431,555, an in- 
crease of more than one and a 
lhalf million over 1955, according 
to figures submitted at the an- 
'nuel meeting of the Ontario-Cuca- 
monga Fruit exchange. 

Tle meeting, held Saturday, 
resulted in the reelection of Glenn 
Shepherd, Etiwanda, president. 
Harry B. Harlow, manager, sub- 
mitted an analysis of the local 
and national citrus business. The 
local office is part of the Sunkist, 
Inc. organization and its area of 
service extends from Rialto to 
Whittier and Glendora. 

The $7,431,555.26 was reported 
as the net returns on fresh fruit 
shipments to the local growers. 

Total of 2,888 cars of citrus 
fruit were’ shipped and of this 
total 65 per cent was lemons. 
Orange shipments totaled 922 
cars, with lemon 1,901 and grape- 
fruit 65 cars. The production was 
reported to be slightly higher 
than during 1955. . 

The year’s income to the grow- 
was reported the’. highest 
since 1953 and is well above the 
average of the last eight years. 

As local mutual packing as- 
sociations have been consolida- 
ted, the district served by the 
local office has been expanded. 
The area served is reflected by 
the areas represented on the 
board of dirctors, which in ad-° 
dition to Mr. Shepherd includes 
the following:

Sales Taxes To 
City Down Due 
To New System 


Contrary to local business ac- 
tivity, sales tax receipts to the 
city of Upland since July 1 are 
down more than $8,000 as com- 
pared with the same period last 
vear, City Clerk Hazel Cassell 
revealed yesterday. 

A check for $14,357.58 came 
this week from the state board of 
equalization to make the income 
for the period total $19,081. At 
this time a year ago, receipts 
had totaled $27,290.69. 

A new method of collecting be- 
came effective July 1 and this is 
eiven as the reason for the dis- 
crepancy. Up until. then, local 
stores paid the city’s share of the 
sales tax directly to the city. 

Under the new plan, the total 
4 percent sales tax goes to the 
state, with the board of equaliza- 
tion remitting the city’s 1 percent 
hare, minus a small collection 
icharge. Up until this week, the 
‘ity had received less than 
$5,000 and much concern was be- 
jing expressed over the decreased 
| amount.

A recent opinion by County 
Courisel Albert E. Weller, states 
that property within the proposed 
boundaries of Cucamonga’s re- 
cent application for incorporation 
may new be petitioned for an- 
nexation to either Upland or On- 
tario, according to their location.

Action has been started to pe- 
tition for annexation-a portion of 
abutting land west of Vineyard 
Ave., between Sixth and Eighth 
Sts. The proposed area is des- 
cribed as Lots 8 and 9 of Cuca- 
monga Lands. .. 

Legal counsel for thet incorpor- 
ation petition of the Cucamonga 
group, gives as his opinion that 
their petition was not resolved 
by the supervisor’s action. 

That opinion is, that rather than 
a denial of an election by the 
supervisors the issue should have 
been put to the people of the pro- 
posed aiea for -their voting de- 
cision and that until the*rescind- 
ing of the petition is cleared 
through.a Superior Court deci- 
sion, property within the origin- 
ally proposed boundaries of the 
Cucamonga petition cannot be 
acquired by any other city.
